Health authority merger plan brings mixed reviews

More than 400.000 west central Alberta residents 
will likely find themselves in a new health region com¬ 
prised of all or substantial parts of Health Region #5, 
the David Thompson Region, and the Crossroads Re¬ 
gion starting April 1, according to several sources. 

The province announced Thursday it will merge 
the existing 17 provincial regions into nine new larger 
regions. 

The David Thompson Health Region includes 
Sundre, Olds and Red Deer. Health Authority #5 in¬ 
cludes Didsbury, Carstairs and Crossfield. The Cross¬ 
roads Health Region, north of Red Deer, includes 
Drayton Valley and Wetaskiwin. 

A informal tri-regional cooperative agreement 
among the three regions has been in effect for several 
months, although an official merger under the agree¬ 
ment has not taken place. 

“We're anticipating the new central region will be 
based largely around the proposed tri-region, but there 
may be some changes that may need to be made,” said 
A1 Martin, president of Health Region #5. 

The tri-regional agreement was put together in an¬ 
ticipation of the boundary changes, he noted. 


“We started the initiative prior to the actually 
boundary changes being considered by the province. 
We sort of did it in anticipation, there was a lot of talk 
that boundaries would change and we thought we’d 
be proactive and ahead of it.” 

A map outlining the new regions will be released in 
about two weeks. 

While the exact make up of the new central Alberta 
region isn’t known, there is no chance Health Region 
#5 will be merged with the Calgary Health Region to 
the south, said Martin. 

All 17 health regions were formed in 1994 as part 
of province-wide restructuring. Two-thirds of RHA 
members were elected last fall for three year terms. 

The David Thompson Health Region encompasses 
189,000 residents. Health Region #5 has 120,000 resi¬ 
dents, and Crossroad also has 120,000 residents. There 
are several dozen health care facilities in the regions. 

Jean Graham is the chairperson of the David 
Thompson Health Region. 

Asked if she anticipates the tri-regional areas even¬ 
tually making up a new larger central Alberta region, 
she said, “Yes, 1 gathered that from what the minister 
said, but he’s not at liberty to release the map yet. 
That’s kind of what we’ve been told, but other than a 


brief conversation last night (Thursday) with the min¬ 
ister, that’s all he said, that he feels comfortable with 
saying, because caucus is still tweaking. 

“He did talk very supportive about our (tri-regional) 
proposal and I did have a chance to ask him about it 
and he said it was looked upon favourably by caucus, 
but I think there is going to be some tweakings to 
those lines, but I haven’t seen anything so I don’t 
know. 

“We’re just up in the air, which is a little frustrat¬ 
ing. but I realize the government has to go through 
its processes too.” 

Has the work with the tri-regional group given the 
regions a good head start? 

“I would hope so, that it would lay the foundation 
groundwork for us working together, and being able 
to work with our communities," she said. 

The regions will continue to manage their own or¬ 
ganizations until the mergers are implemented, said 
Martin. 

The province said it will announce sometime be¬ 
fore March 31, 2003 whether the new boards will in¬ 
clude all or some of the elected RHA members voted in 
during last fall’s first-ever RHA elections.

Combined fundraising efforts 
lead to $10,000 hospital bed

A statement of what is possi¬ 
ble was made at the hospital last 
week when two different parties 
inspected what was purchased 
through different fundraising 
initiatives. 

Members of the Rosebud 
Health Foundation and organ¬ 
izers of the annual Tree of Hope 
fundraiser gathered together to 
have a look at a Hillrom bed, 
used for patients in the pallia¬ 
tive care program at the Dids- 
bury Hospital. 

The $10,000 piece of equip¬ 
ment was purchased earlier this 
year using $1,500 in Tree of 
Hope money and the rest being 
donated by Rosebud. 

"I think it really shows what 
we are capable of doing when 
we are able to work together," 
said Tree of Hope organizer and 
Chair of Palliative care Dawna 
Faryna. "It shows that together 


we are able to go over and 
above for the people we look af¬ 
ter." 

The bed has controls which 
make it easier for patients to 
adjust for their own comfort 
needs. 

Faryna said it gives patients 
more independence - which is 
one of the goals of the pallia¬ 
tive care program. 

The bed has been used for six 
months steady now and this 
was the first chance hospital 
staff got to show’ it off. 

"We were very fortunate that 
Rosebud recognized our efforts 
and offered to assist us because 
it would have taken a lot of Tree 
of Hope funding to purchase it 
ourselves. 

The Tree of Hope campaign 
is once again up and running 
in the community. Donations 
can be made in memory of loved 
ones who have passed on and 
will be represented with blue 
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bulbs. Fuscia bulbs will be lit 
as greetings of hope to families 
and friends. 

The fundraiser is organized 
by the Didsbury District 
Health Services Palliative Care 
Committee in association with 
the Rosebud Health Founda¬ 
tion. All donations will be used 
to enhance the comfort and 
quality of care provided to in¬ 
dividuals who require palliative 
care in the community. 

Faryna said the best cam¬ 
paign raised $2,700 and she is 
hoping to surpass that this 
year.

NRCB HEARING 

Compliance meant feedlot would go under - owners

AAA Cattle company 
grilled at hearing

Owners of AAA Cattle Company, lo¬ 
cated about ten miles east of Didsbury, 
told the Natural Resource Conserva¬ 
tion Board that following regulations 
set out for them in a County Develop¬ 
ment permit would put them out of 
business at a hearing last week. 

During intense cross examination 
by lawyers representing residents liv¬ 
ing near the feedlot and NRCB legal 
Council, feedlot owners Simon Cobban 
and Gerald Morasch stated that eco¬ 
nomics forced them to operate at 
about 4,000 cattle because it was a 
break-even point. 

The hearings that took place at the 
Multi-Purpose Room at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex on Nov. 27 was to 
decide whether a stay of an enforce¬ 
ment order to have AAA Cattle reduce 
its herd size to legal numbers and to 
determine what issues could be dis¬ 
cussed at the company's appeal hear¬ 
ing regarding the recent NRCB appli¬ 
cation denial of a combined 2,000 head 
beef finisher and 16,200 head beef 
feeder facility. 

The three-panel board did not come 
out with a decision the day of the meet¬ 
ing. 

When Cobban and Morasch initially 
took the stand, their lawyer Keith 
Wilson introduced, what he called at 
the time, a permit that had been 
granted in January of 1998. Previ¬ 
ously in the day witnesses testified 
that AAA Cattle Company built their 
pens without a development permit. 
Wilson said those claims were un¬ 
founded when he introduced the docu¬ 


ment. 

Upon cross-examination it was re¬ 
vealed that the document was not a 
permit but a “notice of decision” that 
outlined conditions that needed to be 
met in order to obtain a permit. 

Cobban stated the two thought 
what they had was a permit and re¬ 
ferred to it as a permit during the pro¬ 
ceedings last week. 

Cobban and Morasch received a let¬ 
ter from John Rusling of the Moun¬ 
tain View Count Planning office 
clearly outlining AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany was not given a permit at the 
time. 

"Back in February of 1998, we 
wrote to you saying that your devel¬ 


opment permit would be issued when 
certain information was supplied to 
us. This has not happened and we 
have issued no development permit for 
you. I also understand you have some 
animals on site. I would like to meet 
with you so we can go over the situa¬ 
tion and see what work remains to be 
done," stated the letter. 

The issue of non-compliance for the 
County permit AAA Cattle was given 
by Mountain View County on Dec. 19, 
2000 was also strongly argued by law¬ 
yers representing Lone Pine resi¬ 
dents. 

Alex MacWilliam, Committee for 
Lone Pine lawyer, asked Morasch, 
who testified he was a City of Calgary 


Fire Fighter for 27 years and retired 
as a captain, what he would do if we 
went to night club, as a fire fighter, 
that had a permit for 2,500 people but 
that there were closer to 4,000 people 
in it. 

Morasch said he would call an in¬ 
spector and that he was not in a posi¬ 
tion to answer the question. 

When Cobban was asked by 
MacWilliam if he thought he was gam¬ 
bling with the company and the well¬ 
being of his employees, the feedlot 
owner said that going to the legal 
amount of 2,500 head would mean 
getting rid of his employees. 

"The break-even point is about 
4,000 head. If we went any lower we 
wouldn't be here (discussing this)," he 
said. 

Cobban was also taken to task 
about a written deposition that was 
submitted to the panel. In it he wrote 
since the NRCB took over the issue, 
he had been in compliance when it 
came to the order given. The NRCB 
gave AAA Cattle Company until Aug. 
31 to arrive at compliance numbers 
and that more cattle had to be going 
out of the feedlot than coming in. In 
the months leading up to the deadline, 
numbers dropped but the company 
was still hovered around the 4,000 
mark. 

Cobban said he thought the NRCB 
would have had a decision before the 
deadline and the application looked 
like it would go ahead. A positive de¬ 
cision would have brought him into 
compliance. 

Lawyer David Reay asked, "Is 
avoidance compliance?" 

No decisions were reached on the 
issue of a stay on the enforcement 
order or the issues that will be dis¬ 
cussed at AAA Cattle Company's ap¬ 
peal hearing.

Grant Hemming, an elected member 
of the Health Authority #5 said he hopes 
the new boards will contain elected 
members, but maintained delivery is the 
primary concern of all currently estab¬ 
lished boards. 

Graham doesn't have a preference for 
elected or appointed members on the 
new board. 

“I feel whoever is at the table, 
whether they get there by election or 
by appointment is there for the right 
reason, when you're there you're doing 
the job.” she said. “I’m not overly con¬ 
cerned whether it is an election or an 
appointment.” 

Health Minister Gary Mar said the 
new mergers are being undertaken to 
“improve services as regions take ad¬ 
vantage of cost efficiencies possible with 
a larger population base, and then use 
the savings to better respond to local 
health needs.” 

In an interview in Didsbury on 
Thursday, Mar said whether board mem¬ 
bers are appointed or elected is not the 
key issue for him. 

“More important than the members 
on the board is how health care is de¬ 
livered,” said Mar. “It's not if we have 
all elected people. The issue of how it’s 
governed is a second concern.” 

Mar told a PC fundraising event at 
the 5-0 Club in Didsbury that rural fa¬ 
cilities could see an expanded role in how 
healthcare is delivered. 

He said some Calgary facilities are 
“jammed to the rafters at 103 per cent 
capacity” and that rural areas could be 
used to divert some of that pressure. 

He also talked about rural centres of 
excellence where a rural hospital could 
be used for specialized procedures. 


Combining health authorities will 
reduce administration costs and will 
focus more dollars on the delivery of 
health care, he said. 

By way of example, he said he would 
rather spend $60,000 on a nurse than 
on two administrative positions. 

In an interview Friday, Liberal op¬ 
position health critic Kevin Taft said the 
Klein government will almost certainly 
do away with the elected boards. 

“They are doing away with the very 
organizations that the people were 
elected to govern, so once the organiza¬ 
tion is gone or radically changed, their 
positions are no longer what they were 
elected for,” said Taft. “It’s clear the 
government is going to appoint the new 
board members. 

“Rural Alberta will lose their voice 
in health care delivery. The rural board 
members, I think, were closer to their 
voters than in urban areas by virtue 
that they are smaller centres.” 

The province should have had a pub¬ 
lic independent review of 
regionalization, he said, but “instead 
they have done it behind closed doors 
and turned it into a political football 
game.” 

The Health Sciences Association of 
Alberta, representing 12,000 health care 
workers, called the region mergers a po¬ 
litical ploy by the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

“Eliminating eight health regions 
just one year after the RHA elections is 
a slap in the face to the democratic proc¬ 
ess. The government is obviously not 
prepared to give elected board members 
a chance to serve out their mandate,” 
said HSAA president Elizabeth Health and Wellness Minister Gary Mar was in Didsbury last week and talked to 
Ballermann. local residents about the change in the number of health authorities.

Fullfilling mandates 

With the changes in the 
number of health regions in the 
province slated for next year, 
we could see board members we 
elected at the end of last year 
removed from their positions. 

Last fall, for the first time, 
Albertans were able to elect 
two-thirds of the members rep¬ 
resenting them on their respec¬ 
tive health authorities. 

It is assumed that what is 
now Health Authority 5 will 
merge with David Thompson 
and Crossroads health authori¬ 
ties. That will mean one board will take the place of three. 
If the boards have the same number of members as before, 
it stands to reason some elected members will likely be let 

go. 

When I talked to Gary Mar at a PC fundraiser held in 
Didsbury, he said he hadn’t made up his mind whether the 
new boards would contain elected members or not. He said 
the delivery of health care is more important than who sits 
on the boards. 

The delivery of health care is important, but what is more 
important is protecting Albertans fundamental rights. The 
right to elect members of government is crucial to protect. 
When one individual is able to change the rules halfway 
through a mandate, citizens should be wary. What was the 
point of voting if the person who is voted in is impeded in 
fulfilling his or her mandate? 

Health Authority 5, Crossroads and David Thompson 
have already proven that cooperation can be used to save 
costs and expand services. 

Mar should encourage that kind of cooperation through¬ 
out the province and perhaps between those regions that 
may become a single region in the future. 

And then when election time comes again he can change 
the rules to fit his plans. 

That way voters have been justly represented and time 
not been wasted in beginning on an initiative to make 
healthcare delivery more effective.

Celebrating respect for the rights, 
freedom and dignity of others

December 10, 2002, will mark 54 years since 
International Human Rights Day was declared 
by the General Assembly of the United Nations. 
On that day in 1948 - 3 years after the end of 
WWII - the world s nations proclaimed the Uni¬ 
versal Declaration of Human Rights, thereby 
pledging their commitment to a society respect¬ 
ful of basic human sights. Today, 150 countries 
have put signatures to the declaration's 30 arti¬ 
cles. A Canadian diplomat and scholar, John 
Humphrey, was the principal author of the dec¬ 
laration. 

International Human Rights Day will be cel¬ 
ebrated in communities, provinces, territories, 
states and nations around the world. For some, 
it will be an opportunity to speak out against 
human rights abuses and injustice. For others, 
it will be a time to reflect on the rights and 
freedoms that can so easily be taken for granted. 

What does this day mean to us as Albertans? 
What can we do to make the most of December 
10th? Each of us lives in a community made up 
of people with different ethnic backgrounds, tra¬ 
ditions, belief, abilities, physical characteristics 
and perspectives. One measure of our success 
as a civilized society is our ability to live in har¬ 
mony with those who do not necessarily share 
our traits or viewpoints. Last year's tragedy in 
the United States only reinforces the need to be 
vigilant, not just about our safety and peace of 
mind, but also about protecting the rights, free¬ 
dom and dignity of others. 

A day with "international" in it may seem like 
it only applies to the world "out there" instead of 
big city or small town Alberta. "Human rights" 
can sound like it has more to do with a third 


world dictatorship than a modern democratic so¬ 
ciety. Thankfully, many Albertans understand 
the importance of human rights. According to 
an independent annual survey, the vast major¬ 
ity of Albertans who responded - 960 - believe 
that having an environment free of discrimina¬ 
tion is important. According to another study, 
90 c 7( of Alberta’s employers said it is important 
to be informed about human rights. Being aware 
and informed about human rights issues is criti¬ 
cal to building a society that is free from preju¬ 
dice. Taking part in International Human Rights 
Day can also make a difference. 

This December 10th, share in the world com¬ 
munity and commit to taking action. Whether 
in our communities, our schools, our work 
places, or other aspects of our lives, we can all 
make a difference. This does not have to be a 
huge or onerous undertaking. It can be as sim¬ 
ple as taking a moment to think about our own 
attitudes or attending a local event. Whatever 
we do, we all can help end discrimination, rac¬ 
ism and hatred.

Dear Editor, 

Rural municipal councils 
just recently returned home 
from their annual conven¬ 
tion, the 94'' 1 Annual Fall Con¬ 
vention of the Alberta Asso¬ 
ciation of Municipal Districts 
& Counties. 

The topic that was on eve¬ 
ryone’s mind was the grow¬ 
ing concern about the ability 
of rural Albertans to access 
necessary services at reason¬ 
able cost. 

One of our councilors from 
northern Alberta gave elo¬ 
quent voice to this concern 
when she suggested that ru¬ 
ral Alberta is beginning to feel 
like “it does not matter”, and 
that some provincial policy 
decisions “are tearing apart 
rural Alberta one block at a 
time”. 

I don’t know if things are 
truly that bad. but I sure 
can’t fault people for feeling 
that level of concern. 

It seems that wherever we 
turn, rural and small town 
citizens are threatened with 
the loss of one service or an¬ 
other. 

The most obvious and im¬ 
mediate example is the ongo¬ 
ing restructuring of the pub¬ 
lic health care system. 

Rural and small-town 
Albertans are very concerned 
that the proposed restructur¬ 
ing of Regional Health Au¬ 
thorities will lead to the clo¬ 
sure of local hospitals in 


many smaller centres. 

Centralization of decision¬ 
making in larger RHA’s may 
make it more difficult for re¬ 
mote or less-populated com¬ 
munities to demonstrate the 
importance of these facilities 
to decision-makers who have 
no connection to the local 
community. 

Delegates to our Conven¬ 
tion clearly felt this concern, 
and strongly endorsed a reso¬ 
lution calling on the province 
to tie health funding to a re¬ 
quirement that existing 
health facilities be retained. 

Rural Albertans are feeling 
the same kinds of pressures 
in connection to public edu¬ 
cation, where some rural com¬ 
munities face the possibility 
of losing their schools as re¬ 
gional school authorities look 
for opportunities to reduce 
expenditures. 

I’m told of one instance 
where the road leading up to 
a rural school was just up¬ 
graded and resurfaced at sub¬ 
stantial expense, only to have 
the regional school authority 
now raise the possibility of 
closing the school. 

I guess we all understand 
that there need to be limits on 
how many public dollars we 
spend on any particular serv¬ 
ice; but it’s also fair to won¬ 
der just how many hours ru¬ 
ral kids should have to spend 
on a bus each day, just to get 
a basic education that fami¬ 


lies in larger centres take for 
granted. 

Education and health care 
aren’t the only areas of con¬ 
cern. 

Earlier this year, the prov¬ 
ince shut down or reduced 
services available through 
District Agricultural offices 
across the province, to the 
consternation of many folks 
in farming and ranching com¬ 
munities. 

Meanwhile, the ongoing 
deregulation of electricity 
seems destined to lead to 
higher electrical costs for ru¬ 
ral and small-town consum¬ 
ers.

Man 
charged 
after grizzly 
shooting

A 42-year-old man has 
made his first court appear¬ 
ance after being charged fol¬ 
lowing the shooting of a griz¬ 
zly bear near Sundre on the 
Victoria Day long weekend. 

Ernest McMillan of Sundre 
faces two charges under the 
Wildlife Act of illegal posses¬ 
sion. Each charge carries a 
maximum fine of $2,500. 

McMillan made a brief 
court appearance before Judge 
Sandra Hamilton in Didsbury 
provincial court on Monday, 
reserving his plea until Dec. 
18. 

A 226-kg bear was shot 
near the Mountain Aire 
Lodge, about 60 km west of 
Sundre. on May 17 or 18. The 
bear was discovered by horse¬ 
men riding in the area. 

The charges followed a 
months-long investigation, 
said Sundre-based conserva¬ 
tion officer Jim Mitchell. 

Officers are continuing 
their investigation into the 
shooting, and are asking for 
anyone with information to 
contact them to phone 638- 
3805. A $5,000 reward re¬ 
mains outstanding. 


Kyoto Protocol as “about Ca¬ 
nadians sending money to 
other countries to buy per¬ 
mission to pollute” citing 
emission trading. 

The pamphlet states that 
450,000 jobs could be lost and 
that because the United 
States hasn’t signed the docu¬ 
ment, Canada will become 
less competitive with its 
southern neighbor. It claims 
that income tax will rise as 
revenues drop and that up to 
$45 billion could be lost to the 
economy. 


According to the pamphlet 
the Canadian Alliance action 
plan on climate change in¬ 
volves “encouraging invest¬ 
ment in, and development of, 
new technologies such as 
wind power, clean coal, photo¬ 
voltaic solar, biogas, 
geothermal methane recovery 
and fuel cells.” 

Also included in the pam¬ 
phlet was clip out that allowed 
constituents to vote on 
Kyoto, same-sex marriages 
and the decriminalization of 
marijuana.

Didsbury twins are proud to be loud

Mark and Mike Regner are making 
a lot of noise in their chosen "hobby". 

The Didsbury twin brothers are 
among the loudest in the world when 
it comes to the stereo competitions 
they compete in. Proof is a trophy re¬ 
cently won by the pair at the World 
Championships held last month in 
Nashville. 

Team Rip Rock (the name of the 
twins’ team) finished fifth in the 
world in the Extreme 1 and 2 category. 
The category only allows teams to use 
one or two subwoofers but can alter 
their vehicle in any way they see fit 
as long as it is still drivable. 

Two speakers built into where a 
passenger seat should be in a small 
hatchback car was enough to propel 
the duo to a top-eight finish, which 
was their goal. 

But while loud is the goal, it is not 
necessarily the reason for the Regner 
twins. The work in creating a car that 
is competitive takes patience, experi¬ 
ence and a knowledge of physics. It is 
that challenge which is addictive for 
the brothers who have a basement full 
of trophies for their efforts over the 
past two years. 

"It’s not necessarily about being 
loud. It is about the challenge of stay¬ 
ing on top," said Mike adding that the 
competition gets louder and louder 


every year. 

His brother said that new innova¬ 
tions are needed to stay competitive 
from year to year as competitions get 
louder and louder. 

Through dials and buttons 
mounted on the trunk of the vehicle, 
the sound system is controlled. The 
vehicles is filled with wood that is 
treated so it won't absorb sound and 
the windows were replaced with two 
inch thick plexi-glass so they wouldn't 
shatter from the sound. 

Clamps are put on the doors to 
keep them from blowing open. The 


goal is to keep as much of the sound 
as possible in the car. 

Because changes will need to be 
made to stay competitive for next year, 
the car was gutted when it arrived 
hack in Didsbury and the Regners are 
toying with the idea of using cement 
rather than wood to help sound stay 
in the vehicle next year. 

"Every thing we put in the car is 
tested. If we put something in and it 
isn’t helping the sound we remove it 
immediately," said Mike. 

Mike said there is always debate 
about what the twins do is a sport or

a hobby. He says it is an expensive 
hobby. Stereo equipment costs thou¬ 
sands of dollars as does a machine 
that measures the decibels in the ve¬ 
hicle the two bought to monitor their 
progress. Money is saved and old 
equipment is sold to help purchase 
something new and the brothers have 
been committed enough to compete 
with people who run speaker stores 
and have teams as big as 15. 

But where money is a disadvantage 
the two make it up with innovation 
and hard work. When the two aren't 
at work or sleeping they can usually 
be found in their garage working on 
their car. In fact the interview they 
gave the Review interrupted time that 
would be spent on making the car 
louder. 

And winning is nice. But the two 
maintain they have gotten more out 
of the competitions than that. They 
have met people around the world and 
now have countless friends with simi¬ 
lar stereo interests. 

"It's really about the fun," says 
Mark.

Following the herd for hard answers 


THIRTY-THREE THOUSAND HEAD OF CATTLE 
in 200 herds from Saskatchewan to British Columbia 
are going to help answer the question: does natural gas 
flaring affect herd health? 

Livestock grazing next to oil and gas facilities is a 
common sight in Alberta. Sometimes ranchers whose 
cattle have health problems wonder if there’s a 



connection. The Western Inter-Provincial Scientific 
Study Association (WISSA) is now collecting 
information from farmers, ranchers and local 
veterinarians across the West, as well as doing wildlife 
and air monitoring research to answer that question. 

General manager Gary Sargent at the Alberta Cattle 
Commission is optimistic about the stiisly. “Producers 
have been concerned for years that there may be a 
connection between emissions and herd health. 
WISSA should give us some reliable answers about 
cause and effect.” 

Dr. Ole Nielsen, co-chair of WISSA's highly 
respected Science Advisory Panel, says, “As a 
veterinary pathologist, I am confident that the study 
will provide conclusive findings because of the wide 
geographic distribution and large number of animals 
being researched." 

WISSA is funded by the governments of B.C., 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, the Alberta 
(,’attle Commission, and the Canadian Association 
of Petroleum Producers. 


Industry has its 
ducks in a row 

“IF YOU’RE A DUCK, ALBERTA IS A VERY 
good place to be.” 

That’s what Rick Harland of Ducks Unlimited 
Canada has to say. Rick and his colleagues 
conserve waterfowl habitat throughout the 
province. Some 600,000 acres fall under their 
watchful eye in southern Alberta alone. 

The oil and natural gas industry is often their 
partner. Near Brixiks, tor example, EnCana 
spent $200,000 to relocate its pipelines so that 
I’Hicks Unlimited could construct irrigation 
ditches that feed vital wetlands. 

In Alberta’s boreal forest, where waterfowl 
biology is poorly understood, Ducks Unlimited 
works with Syncrude and others to study 
wetland ecosystems. This is an initial step 
toward developing resource management plans. 

EnCana and Syncrude are just two oil and gas 
companies working hard to conserve and protect 
Alberta’s water. Commitment to the province's 
water supply goes beyond conservation projects, 
to how water is used by the industry. 

As an example, in agricultural areas petroleum 
companies have reduced their use of groundwater 
for injection by more than half - replacing it with 
undrinkable saline or recycled water. Though 
industry is allowed to use up to three per cent 
of the water that is licensed by the province, 
it actually uses less than 1.5 per cent. 

The oil and natural gas industry shares Albertans’ 
concerns about water use and is committed to 
responsible water management.

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QUESTION: My husband, Wally, is an alcoholic, but he 
isn’t willing to admit he has a problem. He won’t even talk 
about it. Tell me what I should do now. 

I)R. DOBSON: First, let me tell you what you should 
not do and what is generally unhelpful. 

(1) Do not nag, complain, scream, cry. beg, plead, em¬ 
barrass or label your husband. He has a disease that he 
can’t control. It is not within his power to overcome it 
alone. 

(2) Do not protect him by lying to his boss, covering for 
his irresponsibility, bailing him out of jail and paying his 
bills. A person who tries to rescue the alcoholic is called an 
enabler, and she may actually prolong and worsen the prob¬ 
lem. 

(3) Though opinions differ, most authorities do not look 
on alcoholism as a character weakness or a moral prob¬ 
lem. It may have been a moral problem during earlier days 
when the person chose to drink excessively. But later, it 
was not his desire to hurt his family, stay in a drunken 
stupor, waste his money, etc. The alcoholic has long since 
lost his capacity for voluntary action. 

(4) Do not perpetuate your husband's problem for your 
own selfish reasons. It is not uncommon for family mem¬ 
bers to resist treatment for what may be unconscious mo¬ 
tives. For example, a woman whose husband is usually 
drunk has power over her family. She is the unrivaled boss 
— the one who controls the money and makes all of her 
family’s decisions. As her alcoholic husband begins to re¬ 
cover, she may realize she is losing her power and move to 
sabotage his rehabilitation. Guard against those subtle 
forces that may undermine recovery in your home. 

QUESTION: OK, I know what not to do. Now tell me 
how to get help for my family. 

DR. DOBSON: It is virtually impossible to deal with 
this problem without outside help. In a very real sense, the 
entire family shares the sickness of the alcoholic. They are 
affected by rage, depression, disillusionment, despair, fi¬ 
nancial fear, denial, low self-esteem and myriad other emo¬ 
tions that accompany this illness. They are wounded in 
spirit and need the loving concern of those who have been 
there. Even if an alcoholic does recover on his or her own, 
a relapse is almost certain unless the family has been treated 
too. 

That family assistance is available through an organi¬ 
zation called Al-Anon, which provides a support program 
for the families of alcoholics. Pauline and Bob, a couple 
who appeared on one of my radio broadcasts, credit Al-Anon 
with saving their family and perhaps Bob’s life. Pauline 
says: “After refusing to attend for a year, I went to Al-Anon 
in desperation and finally began to get the answers I needed. 
I’ll never forget the first night. They gave no sympathy 
and no advice. They just shared their experience, their 
strength and their hope. I latched onto it with everything I 
had and within a few weeks, things began to change for 
me. 

Al-Anon directed me toward God and helped me to get 
my eyes off myself and on Him. Then they taught me how 
to deal with Bob." Bob’s comments about Al-Anon are even 
more dramatic. He said: “If you really want to mess up an 
alcoholic’s drinking fun, just get his spouse involved in Al- 
Anon. Pauline changed her approach in three ways and it 
bugged me like crazy. 

(1) Whereas she previously poured my booze down the 
drain, she stopped doing that or anything else to keep me 
from drinking. I really wondered if she loved me anymore. 

(2) On Mondays, I would ask her to call the office and 
tell them that I had the flu. She had always done that for 
me. But after going to Al-Anon, she would simply smile 
and say, ‘No, you’ll have to do that yourself.’ 

(3) She seemed to be calmer, more in control. Before, I 
would come home from drinking with the guys and look 
for an excuse to leave again. All I had to do was pick a 
fight with Pauline and then say, ‘All right, if that’s the 
way you are going to act. I’ll just take off.’ Now, she gets 
in this Al-Anon thing and instead of trying to hold me at 
home, she smiles and says, ‘So long. I'm going to a meet¬ 
ing."’

IIon' to be Second Best at the losing game 


It’s been close to three 
years since David Mill first 
set foot into the weekly meet¬ 
ing place for TOPS (Take Off 
Pounds Sensibly) at the Dids- 
bury Hospital - a ritual he 
has kept alive each week de¬ 
spite having become a 
shadow of his former self. 

It’s a condition he wears 
proudly since dropping 
nearly 50 pounds of excess 
weight with the help of the 
province-wide support group 
and one that has ranked him 


as the runner up for TOPS 
King last year. "I used to eat 
way too much fat,” admits 
Mill, now a slim 163.5 pounds, 
“...now I just try to control 
myself better. Not so many 
hamburgers and french fries; 
that kind of thing.” 

In addition to markedly 
changing the quantity of fat he 
consumed. Mill also began to 
search for an activity that 
would get and keep him mov¬ 
ing. “I walk for exercise al¬ 
most every morning. Just a 


little at first, but now I can 
do four miles in one hour.” 

It hasn't always been easy 
for Mill to stick to a healthy 
diet and exercise regime.

“I used to come home 
and just spend the evenings 
eating way too much,” says 
Mill. “Now if I find I’m 


overeating with the main 
course, I skip desserts; that 
kind of thing. You just have 
to learn to ignore stuff.” 

Mill’s success with TOPS 
has earned him runner-up as 
the group's “King” for 2002 
and Division winner for 2001. 
Though he currently stands 
just three-and-a-half pounds 
from his goal weight. Mill con¬ 
tinues to take part in weekly 
support and information ses¬ 
sions. “I really enjoy going to 
the meetings. It helps a lot.”

Didsbury 

cowboy 

qualifies 

fnr NFR

Five Canadian cowboys have 
qualified for the National Fi¬ 
nals Rodeo being held in Las 
Vegas, Nevada from Dec. 5-14. 

Three cowboys are bronc rid¬ 
ers while, the other two are 
steer wrestlers. For the first 
time in several years, Canadian 
bull riders and calf ropers failed 
to earn a spot in this year's 
NFR. The Canadian contin¬ 
gent is headed by Didsbury sad¬ 
dle bronc rider, Glen O'Neill. 
Last year at the NFR, spon¬ 
sored by Wrangler, O'Neill fin¬ 
ished second in the Jack Dan¬ 
iel's Professional Cowboys' As¬ 
sociation World Standings, just 
$1,000 behind champion Tom 
Reeves of Eagle Butte, South 
Dakota. An Australian born 
cowboy, O'Neill has nodded his 
head at the NFR seven con¬ 
secutive times and has finished 
within the top five on every 
outing. After being granted 
landed immigrant status, 
O'Neill won the Canadian Pro¬ 
fessional Rodeo Championship 
in 2000. This year at the CFR 
in Edmonton he placed third. 
In his first year on the profes¬ 
sional rodeo trail in North 
America, 1997, O'Neill was 
named the PRCA Rookie of the 
Year and he also claimed the 
$50,000 purse at the Calgary 
Stampede. On the PRCA rodeo 
scene O'Neill finished the sea¬ 
son in second place with $139, 
909 in earnings. On the Cana¬ 
dian rodeo scene, O'Neill 
shares the CPRA record for the 
highest marked ride of 95.5 
with Doug Void. O'Neill marked 
the score aboard Franklin Ro¬ 
deo's Airwolf in 1996 at the 
Daines Ranch Rodeo held in 
Innisfail. Joining O'Neill in the 
saddle bronc chutes will be Rod 
Hay, of Wildwood, AB and Rod 
Warren of Big Valley. AB. 

In the bull dogging event Lee 
Graves, of Calgary and Curtis 
Cassidy, of Donalda. AB will be 
vying for a world title in the 
steer wrestling event, 
j Hay won his sixth Canadian 
| saddle bronc title three weeks 
ago in Edmonton and will be 
| appearing at his 12th NFR. 
i A three-time winner of the 
Calgary Stampede, Hay was 
named the PRCA Rookie of the 
Year in 1986 and has finished 
as high as second at the NFR a 
couple of times. 

At the NFR he has rode over 
half of his mounts and has al¬ 
ways been one of the favorites 
at the year end rodeo.
